$2,819.10. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  sewers  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same.

Statement  of  the  Budget  Couiuiittee  relative  to  certain  Special 
Articles  siibiiiittcil  i^'ith  tlic  budget  K'itJiout  approval: 

— Special  Article  setting  up  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  in  anticipa- 
tion of  purchasing  the  Bowdoin  Plumer  property  for  a  Municipal 
Building  and  Parking  Lot : 

A  move  of  this  nature  would  increase  the  Town's  liabilities 
beyond  a  reasonable  figure  for  Town  Offices  alone.  Eventually  it 
would  involve  purchase  price,  (which  is  unknown  at  this  time),  re- 
modeling, and  annual  maintainence.  The  Article  does  not  specify 
how  much  the  Town  would  be  expected  to  pay  for  this  property 
when  it  is  available. 

— Special  Article  pertaining  to  the  removal  of  the  Alortar  in 
the  Square  for  the  purpose  of  releasing  additional  parking  space: 

Due  to  the  objection  of  the  American  Legion  Post  of  Bristol, 
and  of  various  citizens  approached  about  this  matter,  the  conmiittee 
feels  this  would  not  meet  with  general  approval.  The  Police  Chief 
has  advised  that  the  additional  traffic  problem  that  would  be  created 
would  offset  any  benefit  gained  by  the  additional  parking  spaces. 
Other  than  the  School  Grounds,  no  suitable  relocation  site  has  been 
proposed,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  School  Board  that  they  would 
rather  not  have  it  relocated  on  the  high  school  grounds. 

— Special  Article  relative  to  purchasing  a  new  side  walk  plow 
for  snow  removal  purposes : 

Due  to  the  rapid  deterioration  of  other  Town  owned  equip- 
ment in  the  past,  the  committee  feels  it  cannot  recommend  this  to 
the  voters  as  a  money  saving  item  at  this  time.  After  reviewing  the 
high  cost  of  operation  of  the  present  equipment  owned  by  the  Town, 
and  taking  into  consideration  the  objections  of  the  Road  Agent,  we 
are  submitting  this  article  without  our  recommendation. 

The  Budget  Committee  has  left  the  final  decision  up  to  the 
voters  on  March  8,  as  these  articles  will  be  presented  at  Town 
Meeting  for  further  discussion.

We  feel  that  the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  utility 
are  such  as  to  warrant  another  decrease  in  the  rate.  It  ap- 
pears to  us  that  the  most  ec|uitable  manner  to  effect  this 
change  is  through  our  base  rate.  Therefore,  efi^ective  Jan- 
uary 1,  1960,  the  base  rate  will  be  reduced  from  $7.00  to 
$6.50  per  quarter  for  each  domestic  unit. 

We  have  given  considerable  thought  to  chemical  treatment 
at  the  source  of  supply  to  reduce  the  acidity  and  retard 
the  erosion  of  some  metals  in  continuous  contact  with  the 
water.  It  is  probable  that  the  chemo-feeding  equipment 
will  be  installed  in  the  very  near  future.

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MUNICIPAL   COURT 

The  number  of  cases  coming  before  the  Alunicipal 
Court  of  Bristol  was  269  in  1959  as  compared  with  339  in 
1958. 

As  usual,  motor  vehicle  violations  made  up  the  largest 
classification  of  complaints  -  228  or  84.75%.  There  were 
10  fish  and  game  cases,  and  6  boating  violations.  9  charges 
of  felonies  were  bound  over  to  the  Superior  Court.  40  small 
claims  and  two  civil  cases  were  also  disposed  of. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  while  speeding  violations 
numbered  132,  exactly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  there 
was  a  marked  reduction  in  the  cases  of  crossing  over  solid 
traffic  lines,  which  is  a  very  risky  action.  There  were  10 
convictions  for  driving  while  intoxicated ;  this  was  three  less 
than  in  1958,  but  still  a  disturbing  number. 

That  the  Newfound  Region  contributed  so  little  to  last 
vear's  alarming  increase  in  New  Hampshire  motor  vehicle 
accidents  probably  is  largely  due  to  the  efifective  patrolling  of 
our  highways  by  competent  and  conscientious  police  officers, 
both  local  and  state.

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PREVEXTIOX  IS   EFBRYBODY'S  HT  SI  NESS 

The  }'ear  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  stand- 
point. New  Hampshire  had  tlie  best  record  in  the  nation. 
Fewer  acres  were  burned,  suppression  costs  were  substan- 
tially reduced  and  damage  to  woodlands  held  to  a  minimum. 
The  record  resulted  from  a  combination  of  favorai)le  weather 
conditions,  an  alert  warden  service  and  a  cooperating  public. 

Yet.  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing  note. 
58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by  care- 
less smokers  and  debris  burners.  10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9 
fires  was  caused  l^y  ch.ildren. 

Careless,  indifi:'erent,  thoughtless  and  independent  min- 
ded individuals  and  failure  of  parents  to  properly  supervise 
children  and  keep  matches  out  of  their  reach,  annually  cause 
these  unnecessary  fires  which  cost  large  sums  to  extinguish 
and  cause  extensive  damage.  The  elimination  of  these  three 
causes  of  fires  would  radically  change  this  picture.  The  rules 
are  simple  — 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest 
fire  warden  -  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  proi)erly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes  from 
moving  vehicles  -  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  -  Use  your  town  dump  and  save 
yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and 
financial.

Contingencx  fund:  (Contingency  -  a  likeli'r.ood  or  i^robability 
l)ut  not  a  certainty).  It  is  the  o])inion  of  the  majority  of  the  Budget 
Committee  that  anv  deficiency  as  a  residt  of  contin'i'ent  items  sliould 
show  as  a  deficit  at  the  close  of  the  year  and  taken  care  of  by  a  de- 
ficiency appropriation  in  the  next  year's  warrant.  The  School  Board 
and  Budget  Committee  have  prepared  a  close  budget  for  your  con- 
sideration. Little  allowance  has  been  made  for  the  unexpected.  With 
good  fortune  and  good  administration  we  should  be  even  with  the 
board  at  the  close  of  the  year.  It  is  possible  to  show  a  balance  if 
receipts  are  greater  than  we  have  estimated.  On  the  otlier  hand  we 
must  consider  that  circumstances  could  cause  a  deficit.  Any  reason- 
able situation  resulting  in  a  deficit  will  be  given  our  most  careful 
consideration  and  we  will  support  a  deficiency  ap])ropriation  only 
where  just  cause  is  shown. 

Bleacher  Type  Seats  for  the  Cynniasiuni :  Inasmuch  as  the 
Sch.ool  Board  and  Budget  Committee  have  approved  a  special  article 
in  tlie  warrant  to  install  a  ceiling  in  the  cafeteria,  which  is  very 
badly  needed  for  health  and  cleanliness  reasons,  we  cannot  feel 
justified  in  supporting,  at  this  time,  a  capital  improvement  which  is 
desirable  but  not  necessary.  It  is  possible  that  the  situation  could  be 
better  next  year  and  the  Budget  Committee  might  entertain  a  plan  to 
equip  the  gymnasium  with  this  seating  ecjuipment  over  a  period  of 
two  or  three  years. 

We  have,  however,  left  final  judgment  to  the  voter.  These  items 
will  be  mentioned  in  the  budget  so  that  you  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  vote  on  them  at  school  district  meeting. 

By  stating  our  position  on  these  items,  we  feel  that  it  will  give 
the  voter  amjile  time  to  weigh  the  matter  and  cast  an  intelligent  vote 
at  school  meeting  on  March  3.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 

Length  of  flic  School  Year.  A  new  law  was  passed  bv 
the  last  session  of  the  legislature  requiring  180  days  of  school 
when  pupils  are  in  attendance.  We  believe  this  is  a  funda- 
mentally sound  law  and  points  the  way  to  a  tightening  of 
"mininuinis"  all  along  the  way.  to  longer  school  vears  and, 
we  hope  to  longer  school  days.  At  least  it  means  more  time 
when  pupils  are  in  schools.  This  law  will  affect  the  scb.ool 
calendar  and,  for  next  year,  means  practically  spcikiiu;,  a 
shortened  Christmas  vacation.  We  believe  it  necessar\-  to  do 
this  rather  than  to  go  any  later  in  June. 

Building  Aid.  State  funds  were  not  ai)propriated  to 
'"cover"'  the  pre-existing  formula  with  the  result  that  Bristol 
received  this  year  $3,442.10  instead  of  an  estimated  $4,251.10. 
It  is  difficult  to  estimate  accurately  revenue  when  such  is  the 
case  but  even  more  difficult  to  arrive  at  an  accurate  estimate 
of  tuition.  We  have  an  increasingly  mobile  population  which 
makes  accurate  estimates  impossible.  In  the  past  two  years 
tuition  revenues  are  less  than  anticipated.  We  have  been  over 
o])timistic  and  obviously  should  cut  more  severely  these  funds 
when  estimating  revenues.  Since  this  now  becomes  a  func- 
tion of  the  budget  committee  we  are  most  ha])py  to  pass  along 
this  task. 

Budget  Committee.  The  final  pre]varation  of  the  school 
budget  now  becomes  the  legal  function  of  the  l)udget  commit- 
tee which  has  the  power  to  say  what  will  be  submitted  for  a 
vote  and  what  will  not.  Voters  wishing  to  have  articles  ap- 
propriating monex-  must  submit  their  problems  to  the  budget 
committee.  This  actually  shifts  a  considerable  amount  of 
responsil)ility  from  the  shoulders  of  the  school  committee  to 
those  of  the  munici])al  budget  committee. 

OiiaHty  in  Education.  Much  is  being  written  about 
([uahtv  education  and  it  now  becomes  a  national  football.  In 
brief,  (lualitv  education  requires  (|uality  material,  quality  fa- 
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ti'ities.  (iu;ilit\-  te:ichin^-.  quality  ailrninist  alioii.  and  lots  of 
money.  It  looks  as  though  the  federal  government  ma\'  help 
us  to  achieve  this  goal  in  greater  amoimts  than  our  state  and 
may  force  man\-  of  us,  against  our  better  judgment,  to  work 
for  greater  support  from  Federal  funds.  The  local  i)roi)ertv 
tax  is  the  main  support  of  education  in  New  Hamp/shire. 
This  is  not  true  of  all  the  states. 

Part  Time  Teacher.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the 
services  of  Afrs.  Arthur  Dean  for  the  A.M.  session  in  grade 
6  thus  relieving  Mr.  Armstrong  of  teaching  duties  so  that  he 
could  assume  others.  We  believe  this  program  to  be  working- 
very  well  and  that  both  time  and  money  are  being  spent  to 
the  greater  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

We  l)elieve  the  Bristol  School  System  to  be  a  good  one 
and  work  continually  for  its  betterment.  (/)nly  with  the  con- 
tinued support  of  all  i)arties  concerned  is  improvement  pos- 
sible.  W^e  look  forward  with  confidence.
